LIBRARY REPORT. 





The Trustees of the Litchfield Town Library hereby 
submit their twentieth annual report. 

The experience of each passing year clearly shows the 
wisdom of establishing our Free Public Library, It is 
worth much to any people to be in the habit of reading 
good and instructive books, and the constant endeavor 
of the trustees, with the valuable aid of our experienced 
librarian, to place only such books upon the shelves of 
the library. 

At the suggestion of the librarian, it was decided early 
in the year, to place a certain number of books from the 
library in the hands of some competent and trustworthy 
person at the lower end of the town, for the convenience 
of the reading people residing in that vicinity,—the books, 
of course, to be changed, from time to time, for others. 
Mrs. Mark Campbell kindly consented to take charge of 
such books. The experiment has proved an eminent suc- 
cess, for during the year, eight hundred and six books and 
nineteen magazines have been taken out and read by resi- 
dents in that part of the town. 

It is well known the late Mr. John Kennard, a former 
resident of Litchfield, generously donated five hundred 


ollars to the town for the use and maintenance of our 
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public library. The interest on that fund up to last July, 
amounting to $25.20, has been drawn and expended in 
the purchase of books. 

Through the continued liberality of Mrs Clarissa 
Griffin, we are still permitted to occupy, rent free, a room 
in her house for the safekeeping and use of the library ; 
but as the library is growing from year to year, it will 
soon be necessary for the town to provide more ample 
accommodations for its convenience and use. 

We are glad to acknowledge the receipt of a goodly 
number of books and magazines that have been given to 
the library the past year, by various friends interested in 
its success. 

For other items of interest in relation to the library, | 
reference may be had to the report of the librarian. 

The term of service of Amos Saunders and Clara A. 
MeQuesten, as trustees, expires in March of this year.

With the completion of another school year it becomes 
time to present our annual report. 

At the close of the winter term of 1911, it was thought 
best to obtain a teacher from the Lowell Normal School, 
who might carry on the same line of work as the former 
teacher. Mrs. Coggeshall came highly recommended, but, 
altho’ very capable in appearance, the results during the 
spring term were not what we anticipated. 

For the fall term of 1911 it was decided to ask Miss 
Florence Center, a teacher of five years’ experience, to 
take charge of the school, and it is hoped that under her 
supervision good results may be obtained. 

We urge the parents to have the children attend school 
regularly, as the amount of money we receive from the 
State is based on the per cent. of attendance. 

We also wish to diminish the occasion for tardy marks 
and are desirous that the parents should lend their as- 
sistance in the work for punctual attendance. 

_ Having found that a lack of knowledge of drawing has 


proven a handicap for pupils going from our school we are 
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anxious to introduce it so that they may be better fited for 
work in the secondary schools.
